Petain Comes Back At Germans And Makes Inroad To A Depth Of 
More Than 300 Yards On 800 Yards Front—French Consolidate 
Positions And Repel Counter Attacks—Huns Suffer Heavily In 
Onslaught At Chemin-des-Dames—Russians Drive Austrians 
From Positions.

LONDON, July 15.—-With somewhat of a slackening of the Rus- 
sian offensive in Galicia, owing to the bad weather, the French and 
Germans along Chemin-des-Dames and in Champagne have come to- 
gether in mighty struggles in which the advantage rested mainly with 
the forces of General Petain. 

In Champagne, to the north of Mont Haut and northeast of the 
Teton, the French in a violent attack captured powerfully organized 
German trench elements on a front of more than 800 yards and to 
a depth of more than 300 yards and consolidated the positions de- 
spite heavy counter attacks in which the Germans suffered heavy 
casualties and lost in addition 360 men made prisoner. 

Another Terrific Struggle. 

Along the Chemin-des-Dames the Germans, west of Cerny, Sat- 
urday night, after heavy artillery preparation, threw heavy forces 
against the French line, The battle waged back and forth through- 
out the night, but although the Germans broke through the French 
line at several points, daylight saw them completely evicted except 
from front line trenches about 500 yards in length. The Berlin war 


office claims the capture of 350 prisoners in the fighting, 

In Flanders at various points the British and Germans continue to carry 
out intensive artillery duels, and the British to make successful raids on 
German positions. 

Russian Successes, 

Although rain and swollen streams are militating against the fast prosecu- 
tion of the Russtan offensive in Galicia, che troops of General Brusiloff 
nevertheless have driven the Austrians from positions southwest of Kalusz 
and taken more than a thousand prisoners and a number of guns. Appar- 
ently the Austro-German lines are stiffening as the result of the arrival of 
reinforcements, for Petrograd records the repulse of attacks along the Do- 
brovdiany-Noyica front and says that the enemy has gone on the offensive 
along the Lomnica river near Perehinsko and is, stubborning resisting the 
Russians on the Slivkilasen sector. 

There has been little activity on any of the other fronts although the 
Russians near Van, in Turkish Armenia, have driven the.Turks from several 
positions, 

It is not improbable that Roumania again may soon become an import- 
ant theatre in the war as the Berlin official communication announces that 
an increase in the artillery activity at various pointe is noticeable. 


Russian Prisoners 

. PETROGRAD, July 15.—Attacks 
esterday by Ruasian troops in the 
dziany region southwest of Kalus- 
in, eastern Galicia, reguited in the 
Austrians losing their positions,- 1,000 
men in prisoners, and a number of 
guns, the war office anounced today.

ATTACK NOW FIERCE 
ARTILLERY DUELS 


Canadians Thoroughly Pro- 
ficient By Counter- 
Battery-Work. 


(By Canadian Overseas Corespondent) 

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Sunday, July 15, via Lon- 
don.—Early on Saturday morning sev- 
en loud explosions were heard din Lens 
and when day broke a great cloud of 
smoke still hung above the city. The 
explosions were not caused by our 
arelery, and must have been the work 
f the enemy. Some, if not all of them, 
were due to the blowing up of the 
overhead machinery of Mine Number 
18, hitherto one of the most conspicu- 
ous features of the landscape in the 
east end of Lens. The enemy has 
been unable to raise coal from this 
mine because of the constant shell 
fire to which it has been subjected 


lately. F 
May Quit In A Hurry. 

Fearing that he might have to evac. 
uate in a hurry some day he has now 
thoroughly destroyed the mine, while 
there was yet time to do so, The 
mine machinery now lies in a tangled, 
fantastic ruin, where it was thrown 
by the explosions. 

Our attack upon Lens has resolved 
itself into a fterce and long continued 
artillery duel. The enemy has added 
kreatly to the number of his active 
batteries. Our gunners have no sine- 
cure in outfacing this great concen- 
tration and preventing the enemy from 
“shooting up,” our infantry positions, 
which are now scattered about in 
various mining villages forming sub- 
urbs of Lens, instead of out on the 
open plain, as during the period of 
our advance toward the city. 

Artillery Efficient. 

The Canadian artillery has become 
thoroughly proficient. by much prac- 
tice in counter-battery work. The re- 
aut. of twenty-four hours” 
was thus.officially described in yeater- 
day's report: “Gut of many shoots 
with airplane observation, sixteen 
have been successful. Three of the 
enemy's positions were so much dam- 
aged that the individual gun pits are 
no longer distinguishable. Nine other 
pits were hit, and three were destroy- 


ed. A few explosions were caused 
and one fire, which lasted 17 min- 
utes." 


That is the terse official report of 
one day's work among the many, The 
experiences of the German gunners 
who sometimes attempt to keep their 
guns in action amid a rain of fiery 
death falling around them must. be 
highly undesirable. 


HUDSON'S BAY CO. 
WINS APPEAL 


Saskatchewan Sales-Of-Liquor Act 
Ultra Vires In Its 
Case,

REGINA, July 14.—That it is now 
legal for the Hudson's Bay company 
and Goldseal Limited within the proy- 
ince to keep liquors for export and sale 
outside the province is the interpret- 
ation placed by lawyers on the judg- 
ment handed down this morning by 
Mr. Justice Newlands in the appeal 
cases brought by the Hudson's Bay 
company and the Goldseal company in 
the action taken against them under 
the Sales of Liquor for Export act. 

The Hudson's Bay company also 
made application for a writ of prohibi- 
tion against their case being tried in 
the police court of Magistrate Heffer- 
nan, The judgment granted the pro- 
hibition and declared the act to be 
ultra vires, 


LINER ASHORE; PEOPLE SAFE 

ST. JOHNS, Nfid., July 16.—~The 
Norwegian-American liner, Kristiania- 
fjord, 10,666 gross tonnage, carrying 
1,200 passengers, went ashore today 
near Cape Race, the southermost point 
of Newfoundland, All passengers 
were landedgafely at Portugal Cove, 
and brought to this city by train, Sev- 
eral steamers left here this afternoon 
to ald the Kristlaniafjord, a vessel of 
more than 10,000 tons.

HON. MR. OLIVER 
ASKS COMMONS 
TO HURRY REPORT 


W. F. O'Connor's Findings in the 
Cost of Living Inquiry, is

Ottawa, July 14—Hon, Frank Oliver 
in the Commons this afternoon asked 
the government to expedite the print- 
ing of the report of W. F. O'Connor, 
commissioner of the cost of living, on 
goods in cold storage warehouses, He 
said that an interesting discussion had 
arisen in the press regarding the mat- 
ter and it was desirable that members 
should have the report as soon as 
possible, ‘

Meeting Adopts Resolution

MONTREAL, July 16.—Lieut. Col- 
onel I. P) Rexford, formerly officer 
commanding the 87th Guards Overseas 
Battalion, and a# soldier of a Highland 
reinforcing company, narrowly — es- 
caped maltreatment at the hands of a 
mob of about 5,000 persons on Fletch- 
er's Field this afternoon, when, during 
the progress,;of an anti-conscription 
meeting called by Mederic Martin, M. 
P,, Colonel Rexford shouted contradic- 
tion of a statement made by Alphonse 
Vervilfe, the Liberal Labor M.P, 
The meeting was well attended, 
there being about 15,000 persons 
packed around the speaker's platform 
when the speeches were at their 
height, me principal speakers wore 
Mederic Martin and Mr. Verville. 


Exciting Climax 

The exciting climax to the meeting 
came while Mr. Verville was denounc- 
ing the government's sponsorship of 
the Military Service bill. Mr. Verville, 
speaking in French, declared that 
there are.,many Canadian soldiers in 
England who are kept there to pre- 
vent their physical condition becoming 
known to the people in Canada. 

“It is not so,” Colonel Rexford 
shouted in English. Immediately the 
crowd broke up, although only a com- 
paratively small number could have 
heard the denunciation, and hundreds 
followed a few who dashed towards 
the Highlander as the most conspicu- 
ous target. Colone) Rexford was in 
mufti, When the crowd realized that 
Colonel Fexford had made the remark 
both he and the soldier were jostied 
about. Under escort of Mayor Martin 
and the police, who urged them to 
leave the vicinity for their own safe- 
ty, the two boarded a street car. 
About 5,000 persons followed them to 
the car lines when they boarded 
the car, stones re*thrown and the 
car windows broken. 

Both Struck 

During the walk of 150 yards to the 
street car line both the colonel and the 
uniformed soldier were struck, and 
Coionel Rexford pointed out one of 
the assailants. The police escort had 
ai) they could do, however, in forcing 
4 passage through the crowd for the 
party, and no arrests were made, 

A dozen of the demonstrants fol- 
lowed the party aboard the car, but 
the presence of the police prevented 
further trouble. No one was injured. 

Mayor Martin, who has announced 
his candidature for a third time in the 
mayoralty, opened his address with a 
strong attack upon the government. 
A resolution was read appealing to the 
Imperial parlament against the ac- 
tlons of the Dominion government, 
and was passed by a vote of hands up- 
lifted almost unanimously, and amid 
cheers. Mayor Martin called for a 
showing of those against. Only about 
twenty hands went up. 

At the close of the meeting Mayor 
Martin called for the singing of “God 
Save the King," “to show the people 
in the other provinces that we are 
loyal British subjects,"" The crowd in 
response sang “O Canada.’" Then fol- 
lowed cheers for the speakers. When 
the mayor called for cheers for the 
king there was a quick response,

Hon. Nrank Oliver said that he de- 
sired to commend Sir Henry Drayton, 
the chairman of the commission ef 
enquiry, for his generous action in giv- 
ing to the Patriotic Fund the $15,000 
he had earned as chairman of the 
commission. 

Mr. .Cochrane said he appreciated 
what had been said by the member for 
Edmonton. He had already expressed 
the gratitude of the government and 
his own gratitude in a letter addressed 
to Sir Hery Drayton.

LONDON, July 15.—The 
turmoll which has been convulsing 
Germany ever since Russia's first 
startling success upon the resumption 
of her offensive has culminated for 
the present in the resignation of the 
imperial chancellor, Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, but all indications 
serve to show that his resignation is 
but the beginning of far-reaching de- 
velopments which are bound to affect 
the fabric of the German empire and 
have momentous consequences on the 
progress of the European struggle. 

The resignation of the chancellor 
came in the end quite unexpectedly,

annexations and no indemnities.” In 
all this Dr, von Bethmann-Hollweg 
wae strongly backed by the emperor. 
The advent of the crown prince on 
the scene—summoned by his father 
to share the deliberations regarding 
the future. of the dynasty—seema to 
haVe-changed entirely the position 
with regard to the imperial chancel- 
lor, The crown prince at once took 
a leading part in the discussions and

CONDEMNED TO 
HANG OCT. 15 


Jury Adds Recommendation For 
Mercy To Murder 
Verdict. 


Special to the Bulletin. 

Peace River, Alta. July 14— 
"Guilty but with recommendation for 
mercy,” was the verdict brought in to 
Mr. Justice Stuart by the jury Satur- 
day afternoon in the case of Donald 
Moke, who was charged with the mur: 
der of Louls Lamey, on Dec. 80th, 
1916, 

The prisoner who had been calm 
throughout the trial showed the same 
immobility of feature when he heard 
it. On being asked by the judge if he 
had anything to say he replied, “I 
still think I was justified n doing 
eat I did. At that time I wasn't my- 
self,” 

Judge Stuart then said he would 
forward tha recommendation § for 
mercy to Ottawa in his report but ad- 
vised him not to build too much on a 
hope of leniency. 

He had no other alternative but to 
pronounce the sentence which was 
that he should be hanged by the neck 
until he was dead. 

The execution wae fixed to take 
place on October 16tth. Moke was ta- 
ken out on Saturday's train to Fort 
Saskatchewan, 


Objected to Charge. 

The judge in his charge to the 
jury criticized the medica) ovidence 
because both Drs. Forln and Landry 
had only seen the prisoner within the 
last week or s0. He quoted from 
the act which stated ‘hat a person 
laboring under a dolusion should not 
be acquitted unless there was provoca- 
tion for the deed. 

After the juryy had retired, Hon. A. 
G, MacKay, counsel for the defence, 
made several objectiong to the charge. 
The judge thereupon called the jury 
back and endeanored to correct any 
wrong impressions that he might have 
given thom ag to the defence having 
put up a “trumped up” plea. He be- 
lieved that all concerned were con- 
écientious. He corrected a previous 
etatement to the effect that Lamey 
had made no threats on the night of 
the homicide. 

He-had also another atatement that 
the accused might have been mom 
tarily insane and that his mind had 
readjusted itself. Dr. Forin had said 
that the accused still had the delusion. 
He believed he was right. 


A. G, MacKay's Plea. 


Hon, A. G. McKay made e@ very 
forcible plea to the jury. He dwelt on 
the human interest side of the case. 
Donald Mokg, a lad who came to Can- 
ada because of his health, went into 
the far north 80 or 100 miles from 
everybody. He went tn company with 
@ man much older than himself, They 
didn't get along. Moke made eeveral 
attempts'to get away!) He had no rifie 
and rifles were needed because of the 
wolves, He became obsessed with a 
fear of the other man. He began to 
live in dread of his own life and un 
der the etress of the belief that his 
own life was in jeopardy he commit- 
ted the act he did. 

Mr, MacKay said he believed the 
boy's second statement was absolutely 
correct. It had been corroborated in 
almost every detail by the crown wit- 
nesses and that it was against the ac- 
cused himself. He said it was the 
crown's evidence that was the sub- 
stratum: of the boy's’ confession. Ag 
to the threats of shooting, McGregor’s 
testimony of the “shot behind” fitted 
almost too closely with the real facts. 

Brown remembers talk of shooting, 
but thought it was a joke. Mr. Mac- 
Kay said that if there was a contradic- 
tion of evidence, the law gave the ac- 
cused the benefit of the doubt. The 
medical experts were both of the same 


opinion, that Moke was suffering 
under a delusion and the fact that one 
doctor was not even cross-examined 


spoke for itself and indicated that the 
crown accepted his evidence as un- 
impeachable. 


H. WH. Pariece’s Address. 

In speaking to the jury, H. H. Par- 
lee said that the opinion given by the 
two doctors, who had only seen Moke 
since March, that the accused was in- 
sane on the morning of December 
80th, was a shock to his intelligence, 
and wag beyond his comprehension. 
He said that Moke had grabbed every- 
thing valuable In the cabin before he 
left and that his confession was the 
work of a very clever boy. In the 
confession he gaid he had “aimed” and 
‘he died at once.’ Did not that show 
that Moke knew all about it? 

The evidence showed that when La- 
mey and Moke were in the presence of 
fellow trappers, Lamey wae always 
good to Moke. Mr. Parlee pointed out 
that Moke's confession was one of jus- 
tification, not insanity, and that he 
hed ushered another man into eternity 
without a moment's notice. 

Two witnesses had both remember- 
ed Moke saying he would shoot La-

Destruction of All Waste

“The only safe course for the city 
to follow,” says Dr. Whitelaw, the city 
health officer, referring to city garb- 
age being responsible for outbreaks of 
hog cholera, “is to destroy all garbage, 
in spite of the fact that there may be 
some economic waste, and to ask for 
such legislation as will enable the city 
absolutely to control the situation.” 

Dr. Whitelaw said he had received 
visits from hog-raisers who were 
greatly concerned aj the Idea that they 
might not be able to secure the garb- 
age for feeding their stock, but even 
if some men sustained loss in this res- 
pect, it would be a far greater blow 
to the whole of the district to have an 
extensive outbreak of the disease. 

He had come to the conclusion that 
they could not trust some of the’ in- 
dividuals who received permits from 
the Dominion authorities to carry out 
all the required restrictions as to 
handling and feeding all the time, so 
that the danger was always present. 

The Health Officer added that he 
was sure that the city counei! would do

Having subjected a 
few of the profiteers to exposure, 
the Government are now bound in 
fairness to do likewise to the tribe 
in general. The knowledge of 
how much they have been swind- 
led out of by the few may sharpen 
the public desire to know how 
much they were really done out of 
by the whole fraternity. 

The automobile parade on Fri- 
day was something to be remem- 
bered with pleasure. From the 
spectacular point of view it would 
probably stand comparison with 
the motor pageants held in any of 
the larger cities of the continent, 
where these are regular features 
on the programs of holiday cele- 
brations. From the utilitarian 
standpoint it was a revelation of 
how the automobile » may be 
adapted to advertising purposes, 
and of rare skill and enterprise 
on the part of business firms in 
making use of the opportunity.
